Deer hunter burns to death 

The first deer-hunting tragedy of the 
season brought grief to the Bobcay- 
geon-Verulam district Friday night 
when James Kelly, widely-respected 
Verulam farmer, was burned to death 
in his camp bunk. He was on a hunt- 
ing trip with two companions and his 
remains were brought into the village 
today for burial. It has not been an- 
nounced yet {f an inquest will be held. 
Journalist speaks to Canadian Club 

“The element of time is definitely on 
the side of the allies,’ said . Willson 
Woodside speaking at the Canadian 
Club last night. “Military heads re- 
membering the terrible cost of offen- 
siyes in the last great war, are trying 
to force Hitler to make the first move. 
Time is with us but we cannot, con- 
tinue this way indefinitely,” he added. 

Mr. Woodside, noted Canadian jour- 
na'ist and observer, returned to Toron- 
to from a trip through Europe, the day 
before war was declared. 

Mr. Woodside said, “Germany could 
have had a commonwealth of nations 
among the Balkan States. She could 
have played the part of a big brother, 
but the German people, when they are 
on the bottom are an abject race and 
when on top become arrogant, could 
never assume the role of a big brother. 
They can’t let the little nation live.”

This Day 50 Years Ago 


NOVEMBER 4, 1914 
Oakwood boy injured overseas 

Mrs. William Munn received a let- 
ter from Salisbury Plains, England, 
stating that her son, Harry, who left 
with the first contingent had been 
thrown from his horse and narrowly 
escaped from a serious accident, He 
had his hand badly crushed and blood 
poisoning had set in. He is reported 

“to be recovering nicely. 
Germans preparing to invade Canada 

“Are we going to keep on talking a- 
bout unemployment and matters of lo- 
cal interest while the Germans across 
the line are preparing to invade Can- 
ada? JI tell you, the Germans in the 
border cities are meeting regularly and 
not for nothing.” 

This was the startling statement 
made by Frank Wise at a meeting of 
the Committee of Municipal Research, 
Toronto, yesterday afternoon. 

“The male German population of 
Buffalo is about 8,000 above normal,” 
declared Mr. Wise, “and if they have 
gathered there, they have gathered at 
Rochester, Detroit and Fort Huron and 
other points along the line.

Great Lakes levels 


Ottawa (UPI)—The government's 
standing committee on Mines, Forests 
and Waters has started wading into 
the problem of the Great Lakes water 
levels. 


The committee began hearing evi- 
dence yesterday with a statement from 
Northern Affairs Minister Arthur Laing. 
It will continue with twice-weekly 
meeting as it tries to assess and solve 
problems created by fluctuations in the 
water levels of the five lakes —Super- 
for, Michigan, Huron, Brie, and Ontar- 
fo, 


The lake levels have long been a 
cause of major concern in both Can- 
ada and the United States, Plood con- 
ditions in the early 1950s and the cur- 
rent drought conditions — which are 
said to have brought the lakes to their 
lowest levels in 100 years—have cost 
citizens of both countries millions of 
dollars in losses. 

Concern reached a peak earlier this 
summer as the water lines receded 
from docks and harbors, affecting both 
the tourist and shipping industries here 
and below the border. 


The International joint commission, — 


with jurisdiction over projects in 
boundary waters flowing across the 
boundary between the two countries, 
began a study on the question of regu- 
lating the water levels. The study, 
expected to take four years, will con- 


sider a system of controlling the levels’ 
on the world’s largest inland waterway. 


In late June, representatives from 
eight states and Quebec and Ontario 
met in Toronto and Montreal to dis- 


_cuss the same problem. 


While several factors have contribut- 


ed to the present alarmingly low water 


levels, probably the most critical has 
been three years of below-normal rain 
and snowfall in the Great Lakes basin. 


Rude park visitors upset 


One out of ten tourists to the Kruger 
National Park is guilty of major of- 
fenses like speeding, leaving cars, feed- 


ing birds and animals, and littering, ac- 


cording to a two-way survey of animal 
and tourist behavior in the park. The 
report, compiled over a 21-day period, 
measured the reactions of animals to 
the noisy and roots Bhavcr ‘of 
, Some tourists. 


One investigator watched the ant- 
mals while a second kept an eye on 
the people. Together, they determined 
how the animals reacted to tourists. 
The results were not unpredictable. 
People, it seems, can behave In a per- 
fectly unpredictable manner. 

Hlephants make mock charges and 
flap their ears when cars are driven 
to within 25 yards of them, and they 
become alarmed when people shout and 
honk their car horns, Lions dislike 
being pelted with oranges. When 
people get out of their cars, the lions 
get nervous and begin to twitch their 
ears. 


Leopards don’t like to eat with peo- 
ple around making noise and shouting 
at them. They are sometimes forced 


‘to leave their kill and shelter in the 


bush until cars go away and leave them 
to eat in peace. 

Giraffes tend to be scared off by 
loud chatter and are particularly sensi- 
tive to high-pitched voices. 

Kudu take fright when cars move at 
a fast pace (10 mph and over), but 
they hardly take any notice of slow- 
moying cars, They react only slightly 
to the whir of cameras. 

Impala seem least disturbed by cars. 
They are not worried by speeding auto- 
mobiles whereas widebeest appear to 
be “amazed” by cars doing over 15 
mph. —South African Scope.

Seeded By Air 

Chapleau—Less than three months 
after being burned over, 800 acres of 
forest land are being aerially seeded 
by helicopter, using new equipment and 
techniques recently developed by the 
Ontario Department of Lands and For- 
ests. Normal procedure would be to 
plant coniferous seedlings wherever 
the ground was suitable or seed the 
area by hand. However, the burned- 
over ground is covered with charred 
and twisted trees and such methods 
would be difficulf and costly. Several 
years before the fire, a twister smash- 
ed down nearly all the standing timber 
In the area which is north of Five Mile 
Lake.

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Average annual precipitation in the 
area is about 32 inches, but since 1960 
it has been about four inches below 
normal in the Lake Superior region and 
8-12 inches below normal in the rest 
of the drainage basin.

mission has suggested construction of 
dams may be useful as a long-term 
Measure. — 

It appears a solution must be found. 

The lakes serve as an economical 
highway for shipping wheat, coal, iron 
ore and other commodities. Traffic 
on the St. Lawrence Seaway this year 
is expected to hit 38 million tons and it 
has totalled about 100 million tons on 
the Great Lakes in recent years. 

The Canadian Great Lakes fishing 
industry last year was worth $4.6 mil- 
lion and power plants driven by their 
outflow had a total capacity of nearly 
fiye million kilowatt hours. 

These benefits, plus countless others 
less easily traced, stand to be lost or 
reduced if the solution is not found.

Crowning Glory 


Antlers are the crowning glory of 
_the males in the deer family and a fine 
rack is the envy of deer and moose 


‘hunters. On this continent, they are 


borne by the bull moose, the bull elk 
and the bucks of the whitetail, black- 
tail and mule deer. Both sexes of the 
caribou have antlers. 


The solid bony antlers of all these are 
shed each year. They are dropped 
during the winter and early spring. 
Soon, a new pair of antlers begins to 
form as furry knobs that rapidly ex- 
pand into the curving and branching 
shape of the mature structure, 

The number of points do not tell an 
animal’s age. Beginning with a pair of 
simple spikes in the first year, the num- 
ber increases. With advancing age, 
fewer and fewer points develop until, in 
the case of a deer, an old buck may 
have only simple spikes again. The 
extinct Irish elk had the largest antlers 
known—more than eleven feet from 
tip to tip.—(B.C. Wildlife Review).

Storing Cheese 

| During storage cheese may 

[tose moisture and take on 


To store, wrap carefully in) 
|foil, or in 2 or 3 thicknesses 
|of waxed paper. 


| To store large cheese, pro- 
|tect the cut surface with a 
|coat of paraffin, or cover close- 
ly with a sheet of plastic film, 
or press a heavy piece of wax- 
ed paper to the cut surface 
with a hot iron, 


Keep in a cool, dry place, Al- 
low to stand at room tempera-} 
ture for one hour before serv- 
ing. 

To Freeze 

It is sometimes convenient 
to freeze cheese. Cheddar, 
Swiss, Provolone, Mozzarella, 
Camebert, Parmesan and Ro- 
mano may be frozen success- 
fully at 0 degree or colder. 


To minimize crumbilng, 
freeze in one pound or small- 
jer pieces, not over one inch 
thickness. 


Small packages of cheese, 
such as Camemebert may be 
left in their original package

surface to expel the air, seal, 
freeze at once. Defrost in the 
refrigerator.

Roman Coins 


Just picking up money as he walked 
about the fields near his home at Astel 
in the Cotswold hills has brought Bob 
Arnold one of the largest collecttions 
of Roman coins in Britain — relics of 
the occupation of hundreds of years 
ago. The fact that the coins range 
over some 450 years with no gap of 
more than twenty years in the sequence 
indicates that Astel must have been an 
extensive settlement. 

Talking ot Barney Bamford in the 
BBC General Overseas Service pro- 
gramme “Here and Now”, Arnold said 
that he had found his first coin by walt- 
ing until one of the village fields had 
been plowed and then walking over it. 
He had found as many as fifteen in one 
afternoon. One of the most interest- 
ing coins in his collection is of Julius 
Caesar, who first invaded Britain in 55 
B.c. and again a year later, and was 
the first Roman ruler to have his por- 
trait on a coin during his lifetime. It 
{ncludes coins of the Hmperor Claudius, 
who sent forces in 42 A.D. (nearly 2 
hundred years after Julius Caesar 
Janded) to embark on the real con- 
quest of Britain. The coin bears the 
first reference to Britain. There are 
several coins of the Hmerpor Nero, 
and no fewer than 280 specimens of the 
reign of Hadrian, who built the wall be- 
tween England and Scotland, which 
can still be traced today. There are 
several specimens of the ‘tribute pen- 
ny’, the standard silver coin of the 
Emperor Tiberias, thought to be the 
coin which was handed to Jesus Christ 
when the Pharisees sought to trap Him 
with the question “Is it lawful to give 
tribute unto Caesar or not?” And He 
answered “Render unto Caesar the 
things which are Caesar's. and unto 
God the things that are God's”.

Over Production 


A member of parliament has propos- 
ed that the federal government enact 
a “bill of rights” for the Canadian con- 
sumer. Reid Scott, NDP member for a 
Toronto riding recently suggested in 
the Commons that the government 
“create a department of consumer af- 
fairs . . . headed by a full time minis- 
ter.” The Toronto member apparent- 
ly believes that between sellers’ cupid- 
ity and buyers’ stupidity, a lot more 
policing is necessary. However, in his 
list of consumers’ rights that need goy- 
ernment guardianship it is hard to find 
any area where existing voluntary or 
legal protections are ineffective. 


Mr. Scott feels that the public needs 
to be protected against fraudulent, 
misleading or grossly deceitful advertis- 
ing. Of course there are a few pro- 
ducers and retailers who peddle goods 
under false pretences, but it would 
hardly be possible to write new laws 
concerning fraud that would be more 
effective than those that already exist. 
Also, no businessman who intends to 
remain in business will knowingly mis- 
represent the goods or services he is 
selling. Finally, the daily and weekly 
press which is the main avenue of ad- 
vertising, is vigilant to exclude misrep- 
resentation from its columns. And in 
this connection it might be asked if 
noliticians, In their statements to the 
public, always state the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth? 


There can be no argument with Mr. 
€cott’s claim that the consumer “ought 
to have the right to safety. to be pro- 
fected against the marketing of goods 
which are hazardous to health or life.” 
The NDP member may have something 
else in mind but there already exists 
4 Wood and Drugs Act, a federa) statute 
that applies-to the manufacture, adver- 
tisine and sale of foods, drugs, cosmet- 
jes and médical devices anywhere in 
Canada. Under this legislation the 
government. has very wide powers to 
maintain the safety, purity and quality 
of food and drug products and to pre- 
vent misrepresentation in Jabelling and 
advertising. 

Another of Mr. Scott's points is that 
the consumer should be assured access 
to a variety of products and services at 
competitive prices. It is his feeling 
that monopoly is widespread, and that 
where it exists the government should 
set prices and regulate quality. As far 
as goods are concerned, it is hard to 
think of an item where the customer 
cannot take his business elsewhere, 
Monopoly does exist in some services, 
the building trades for instance, but 
price-setting by government would be 
4 political impossibility, 

It is an imperfect world and some 
dishonesty does exist, but Mr. Scot 
would use a sledgehammer to swat a 
mosquito, —C. J: Harris. 


Personality Spotlight 
King Faisal 
of Saudi Arabia 


(UPI)—Faisal Ibn Abd Al-Aziz, new 
king of the oil-and-sand country of 
Saudi Arabia, is a desert warrior and 
reform-minded diplomat. 

He had been king in everything but 
name since March, when he became re- 
gent and his elder brother, King Saud, 
signed away his powers. 

Faisal, 68, fought his first battle at 
the age of 13. He grew up in an age 
when a man was considered a man 
only when he could ride a wild stallion, 
swing a sword half his height and sire 
60ns. 

Both Faisal and Saud went on cam- 
paigns for their father, the legendary 
King Ibn Saud who founded Saudi Ar~ 
abia. They are the oldest of his many 
sons. 

Faisal is perhaps the most widely 
travelled Saudi. 

He looks and acts a king but at six 
feet, is still shorter than the towering 
Saud. With a hawk nose and acqui- 
line features, Faisal is a man of consid- 
erable tact and charm and has a knife- 
edged dry humor. 

Intellectually he brings a powerful 
and subjective mind to bear on the del- 
icate diplomacy of the middle east. 

Faisal is austere in contrast to Saud. 
While Saud loved pretentious palaces 
and bestowed fleets of Cadillacs on his 
fawning entourage. Faisal despises 
pomp and is an intensely religious Mos- 
lem. He is a non-smoker, @ non- 
drinker and eats sparingly. 

He first took over direction of the 
country in 1958 when Saud’s waste be- 
came overbearing. He drastically cut 
royal expenditures in favor of public 
works and reform projects. 

The date of Faisal’s birth is uncert- 
ain, but his father set it as April 14, 
1906, the day his feared enemy, the 
Emir Abdul Aziz Al Rashid, was killed 
in battle. 

The subject of his private life is ta- 
boo in Jeddah. But most reports say 
he has “more than 15” children and 
that, in contrast to Saud’s numerous 
marriages, he has only married twice. 
He is said to have divorced his cousin 
to marry a Turkish woman although as 
a Moslem he is entitled to four wives 
at a time, 

Despite the differences dividing the 
two royal brothers, strong family ties 
remain and Faisal always has refrain- 
ed from publicity criticizing Saud. 

Before he came to power it was an 
old tradition with Faisal to go hunting 
in the bleak, sandy wastes behind Jed- 
dah whenever he was discontented with 
Saud’s policies. 


How to survive 


Don’t panic if you lose your way in 
the woods. The trees that see mto be 
closing you in are your best friends, 
They will supply shelter, fuel and food 
until you are rescued. 

This is a part of the advice given in a 
pamphlet “How to Survive in the 
Woods” issued by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests. Other 
tips are: 

FIND YOURSELF. Before you give 
yourself up for lost, try to fix your posi- 
tion in relation to the sun, a high hill 
or a large lake or river. If nothing 
seems to help, follow the slope of the 
land down hill; this will often bring 
you to a lake which may put you back 
on the trail. (Too bad you don’t have 
a compass to show you the way to go 
home.) 

SAVE YOURSELF. Do not wander 
aimlessly; this will only waste your 
strength and get you nowhere. For 
safety’s sake, do not climb trees or 
stumble around in the dark. While you 
still have sunlight, find a clearing and 
make camp, Choose an elevated spot, 
where rain water will not collect, and 
build a shelter of green boughs. Stay 
in the open where you can be seen 
by searching aircraft. Gather dead, 
dry wood and build three fires in a tri- 
angle. (Three fires or three anything 
are a distress signal.) 

ALWAYS CARRY waterproof match- 
es, sheath knife, snare wire, fish hooks 
and line, compass, map, pocket first aid 
kit, fly dope and raisins or sweet choc- 
olate. Ration your food and DON’T 
PANIC! Dept. of Lands & Forests.

Reflection

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Why “Dominion”? 

In view of the fact that, through dev- 
fous propaganda means, mainly from 
Quebec, the title “Dominion”, in re- 
ferring to Canada, has become an Un~ 
savory word in certain quarters, it is 
worth recalling how it originated. The 
following account is given in a letter, 
dated June 28, 1917, to Geogre S. 
Holmstead, K. C., Senior Registrar, 
High Court Division, Toronto, written 
by Leonard P. Tilley, M.P.P., Saint John 
N.B., a son of Sir Leonard Tilley, one 
of the Fathers of Confrederation: 

“T have your letter of a recent date 
asking me if I can give you any infor- 
mation in regard to the question as to 
who ssuggeted the name Dominion for 
the Dominion of Canada at the time of 
the drawing up of the British North 
America Act, You said that you had 
heard that my father, the Late Sir S. L. 
Tilley, was the one who suggested the 
name. You are correct in this state- 
ment so far as my knowledge goes. I 
have heard my father state how he 
came to suggest it at the British North 
America Conference. 

“When the Fathers of Confederation 
were assembled discussing the terms 
and conditions of Confederation, and 
the drafting of the British North Am- 
erica Act (this is the story as I have 
personally heard him tell it) there had 
been considerable discussion the day 
before and many suggestions as to 
what the new united Canada should be 
called, and no conclusion had been 
reached. The discussion on the name 
stood over until the next day. 

“The next morning, as was Sir Leon- 
ard Tilley’s custom, he reed a chapter 
from the Bible, and this particular 
morning he read Psalm 7%:8: ‘He shall 
have dominion from sea to sea’. When 
reading verse 8 of the raid psalm a 
thought occurred to him: What a 
splendid name to give t7 Canada the 
Dominion of Canada’. When he went 
back to the sitting of the conference 
that morning he suggested the word 
‘Dominion’, which was agreed to, and 
Canada was called the “Dominion of 
Canada”. This is the version as I re- 
member it.” —The Sentinel. 


Will China A-blast 


start nuclear race? 


‘Tokyo, (UPI) —Who will be the sixth 
nation to join the international atomic 
club? 

Will it be Japan? or West Germany? 

Both nations, says Dr. Seiji Kaya, 
former president of Tokyo University, 
“are quite capable of producing atomic 
bombs.” 

He added that while Peking’s atom 
bomb test would not likely affect the 
international situation at this time, 
“The problem is that other countries 
may follow suit.” 

Japan's 95 million people have grim 
memories of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
They are understandably pacifist to a 
large extent. But some Japanese at 
least fear that Red China's nuclear det- 
onation will give rise to demands that 
Japan re-examine its thinking on the 
subject and consider the acquisition of 
atomic weapons. 

Dr. Masatoshi Matsushita, President 
of St. Paul's University, in Tokyo, has 
such apprehensions. 

He fears that one of two different 
lines of thought will prevail in Japan. 

One is that “Japan should arm her- 
self with nuclear missiles now that Red 
China has taken the first step.” 

On the other extreme, he fears that 
a mood may arise in Japan urging the 
abrogation of the Mutual Security 
Treaty between the United States and 
Japan. 

Meanwhile, the Mainichi newspaper, 
one of the largest dailies in the Nation, 
warned a few days ago that Peking’s 
first A-blast “will Inevitably set of a 
nuclear race among various countries.” 

“In Japan, some might even be- 
gin to advocate arming that nation 
with such mass-destruction weapons,” 
it said. 

Actually, some prominent Japanese 
already have urged Japan to “be pre- 
pared” to take such action. A few 
years ago, ex-premier Shigeru Yoshida, 
Japan's leading elder statesman, called 
on Japan to consider the possibility of 
equipping itself with atomic weapons 
which Japan might need for self-de- 
fense. 

Nobusuke Kishi, another former 
Prime Minister, also has hinted he fay- 
ors sucha policy for Japan. 

At present, all of Japan’s atomic re- 
search is for peaceful purposes. Japan 
reportedly has eight nuclear reactors 
in operation and many of her scientists 
have studied at advanced atomic lab- 
oratories in the United States, Britain 
and elsewhere. 


CBC Under Attack 


Ottawa (UPI) — The Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation sustained a 
blistering attack from the Conservative 
Opposition Monday, and found few 
voices ready to defend its current pro- 
gramming. 

After a day of steady criticism direct- 
ed at CBC, Conservative backbench- 
er Gene Rheaume (Northwest Terri- 
tories) hit the corporation with a sting- 
ing condemnation of broadcast policy. 

Rheaume charged the CBC was dedi- 
cated to “pornography and perversion” 
and was getting “some kind of ado- 
lescent kick out of St.” 

He said he was concerned that the 
House of Commons was asked to tnder- 
write the costs of an operation that 
spread propaganda for “free love, blas- 
phemy, dope, violence and crime.” 

‘It is time that members of parlia~ 
ment put the brake on this type of 
nonsense which is being paid for by the 
taxpayers of Canada. I believe that 
this kind of independence had turned 
{nto arrogance,” he said. 

Speaking of the programme which 
sparked the current controversy, 4 
Sunday night Public Affairs production 
“This Hour Has Seven Days,’ Rheau- 
me called it “in the worst tradition of 
third rate college highjinks.” 

The programme had included an in- 
terview with American Nazi Party 
Leader George Lincoln Rockwell, ex- 
cerpts from a film depicting racial 
strife and crime in the United States 
and a study of former U. S. Presiden- 
tial Aid Walter Jenkins, who was rec- 
ently charged with immoral acts in a 
U.. &. court. 

Rheaume said the Jenkins story was 
“an outright attempt to whitewash 
certain people and equated perversion 
of a homosexual nature with oyerzeal- 
ousness in the public service.” 

The fiery MP offered corrective sug- 
gestions to the CBC: 

“Bliminate filth and garbage.” 

“Those energies that are now being 
directed to perversion should be deyot- 
ed to bringing good Canadian broad- 


casting to the people of this country.” - 


Rheaume followed a spate of speak- 
ers who sharply attacked the CBC. Only 
two MP’s offered any substantial de- 
fense for the corporation. 

Gerald Regan (Lib-Halifax), paid 
tribute to the CBC for salvaging Cana- 
dian culture from a potential U.S. on- 
slaught in the early days of radio and 
TEV 

The CBG had discovered singers, 
artists, had produced high standard 
publie affairs and news programs and 
provided comprehensive Canadian 
sports coverage. 

Interference in the policy of the 
CBC would destroy its independence, 
he said, answering Conservative de- 
mends for the reconstitution of the 
former standing committee on broad- 
casting. 

He questioned whether M.P.’s had 
the “expert knowledge” to delve into 
detailed questions of programming and 
broadcasting. 

The other CBC stalwart, New Dem- 
ocrat House Leader Stanley Knowles, 
congratulated the corporation for be- 
ing the subject of controversy and sug- 
gested that this was a measure of its 
worth. 

Knowles admitted that he was 
“shocked, sickened and disturbed” by 
the ideas of men like Nazi Leader 
Rockwell, as presented on the Sunday 
night telecast. 

He said the GBC could undergo in- 
vestigation from time to time by @ 
royal commission, but in the interim 
should be left independent.

OPEN-FACED PEACH PIE 

Peach pie with a difference! 
A rich “cookie” crust, topped 
with golden peach slices glaz- 
ed with current jelly, makes a 
pie to serve proudly on any oc- 
casion. Fresh peaches give a 
Slightly tart, fuller flavor, 
point out food specialists at 
Macdonald Institute, Guelph, 
but canned peaches are a 
fasty substitute.

Q. How can I make a filler 
for the cracks where wallboard 
or hard-pressed panels join?

(UPI) — Fifteen years ago, 
a group of Sunday school pu- 
pils in Philadelphia went out 
on Hallowe'en to collect contri- 
butions for needy children in 
other parts of the world. They 
collected $17 and sent it to the 
United Nation Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF). 

That was the beginning of 
“trick or treat for UNICER” 
— America’s fastest growing 


_| and most admirable hallowe’en 


custom. 

The idea has caught on so 
rapidly that 3,500,000 child- 
ren collected coins for UNICEF 
last halowe’en in about 13,000 
U.S. communities. 

‘Tonight, more than 4 million 
will be ringing doorbells and 
presenting their UNICEF coin 
boxes. 

Adults who respond to their 
appeal will get a great bargain 
in humanitarianism. 

Every penny dropped into a 
UNICEF carton will buy 
enough BCG vaccine to pro- 
tect a youngster from tuber- 
culosis. A nickel will buy 
enough penicillin to cure two 
children of Yaws, a crippling 
tropical disease. A quarter 
will supply the antibiotics to 
cure two children of trachoma, 
an eye infection that often 
leads to blindness.

It took 13 flops and 20-some| 
years of failure on broadway 
before Irene Dailey, actress, 
found a successful role. 

Repeated short runs that 
would have discouraged most 
seeking stardom and sent them 
scurrying to other fields have 
left Miss Dailey with one phil- 
osophy to pass along to others 
who seek acting careers. 

‘Tf you can be driven out (of 
the theatre), you will be driven 
out,” she said. “If not, you 
will find the height of exis- 
tence. Scientists must feel the 
same way with their dedication 
— a moher the same when she 
has a child. 

Stardom came to Miss Daily 
after she was 40 in “The Sub- 
ject was Roses,” a play which 
opened fo critical praise and 
now is nearing its 200th per- 
formance. 

“The longest run I’d_ ever 
had on broadway was 14”, said 
Miss Dailey, with all good hu- 
mor about her theatrical ups 
and downs. “Most of the plays 
closed after one, three. maybe 
five performances.” 

Miss Dailey, sister of Dan 
Dailey, is unruffled these days 
about the failures. “No play 
that I’d been in here did I think 
was a good play,” she said, “All 
the 18 were bad.”

BEAUTY ENEMY NO. 1. Tension has become a fore- 
most threat to loveliness in our time. Nothing except ill 
health is quite so devastating. 


A woman in tension’s grip looks, sounds and acts 
frazzled, Worse, she feels frazzled—jittery, tired and achey. 
Her zest for work, fun and folk hits bottom. 


In view of the consequences, why do women let them- 
selves be victimized by stress? Studies show that avoidance 
is not easy in this age of jet-propelled activity. There seems 
to be no one line of defence. Rather relief stems from mul- 
tiple measures. 


The first is an energizing way of life — sane eating, 
enough sleep, regular exercise and lots of fresh air. The 
second is a balanced way of living. That means a nice mix- 
ture of work, and stimulating personal interests. In other 
words, to achieve a relaxed attitude, you must have a change 
of pace.

Take away the rubber nipple 
and there's always the thumb! 

If the littler ones could talk 
they'd tell you how much fun 
and satisfaction there is in 
sucking one’s thumb,  All’s 
well with the world of the in- 
fant when he can indulge him- 
self in such oral satisfaction. 
“He's only a baby,” we say.| 
And we let him continue in his} 
innocent pleasure. |

(and years) in the life of the in-| 
fant, it is remarkable how 
many an understanding parent

fear that continued thumb- 
sucking will cause jaw defor- 
mity, That's what parents are 
afraid of. 

So they tie the little one's 
hands to the crib or bed. They 
pin down the arms.

De Gaulle pressure increases problems 
of West German Chancellor Ludwig Erhard 


WHAT IS PRESIDENT DE GAULLE UP 10? 


(UPI) —Once more the feeling is that 
French president Charles De Gaulle is 
up to something. The question is, 
What? 

A spate of rumors in Paris suggest 
that De Gaulle is about ready to pull out 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Alliance 
(NATO) and the Six-Nation Common 
Market, either or both. © 

Washington dispatches say that the 
United States expects a major crisis to 
erupt at about the time of the NATO 
Ministerial Council meeting in Paris on 
December 15. 

The speculation and the rumors all 
hoil down to the same thing, namely, 
that: 

De Gaulle is more than ever convinc- 
ed that Britain is not ready for political 
union with the continent and that there 
is an Anglo-American conspiracy to 
retain sway over Western Europe. 

De Gaulle is disappointed at the re- 
sults of the French-German accord 
siened two. years ago and irritated by 
West German refusal to lower grain 
prices according to the Common 
Market Schedule. 

De Gaulle continues to oppose the 
U.S.-pronosed mixed-manned nuclear 
surface fleet for NATO as inimical to 
the interests of a United and Independ- 
ent Europe. 

And, finally, that now is the time to 
settle these and related issues once and 
for all. 

Militarily, there seems agreement that 
De Gaulle could withdraw his 27 air 
squadrons and his two under-strength 
army divisions from NATO without 
greatly weakening the organization. It 
would, however, deny French bases and 
communications to NATO. 

There is dought that De Gaulle ser- 
fously contemplates withdrawal from 
the Common Market which has helped 
to boom French industry although not 
solving the problem of French agricul- 
tural surpluses. 

And if, as the French continue to in- 
sist, De Gaulle really does seek in- 
creased Buropean economic and politi- 
cal unity, he scarcely could abandon 
the one vehicle set up to accomplish it. 

The De Gaulle pressure vastly in- 
creases the problems of West German 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard. 

As an enthusiastic exponent of the 
Common Market embracing West Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembonrg. Erhard 
is committed to the Abolishment of all 
trade barriers within the six. 

But government support for grain 
prices is higher in Germany than in 
France, and, with an election coming up 
next vear, Erhard is reluctant to risk 
the important farm vote by lowering 
them. ; 


Erhard also had been among those 
demanding that Britain be allowed in 
the Common Market. But on that 
issue the British Labour Party shot the 
ground from under him by showing no 
interest at all in Common Market mem- 
bership. 


At home, Erhard is under renewed _ 


attack from former Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer in what seems a clear attempt 
to drive him from office even before 
next year’s elections. Adenauer is one 
of the strongest supporters of close 
cooperation with France. 

Meantime, De Gaulle, demonstrating 
that he believes he is operating from 
strength, shows no sign of compro- 


mise.

She didn’t have to start up 
the camp fire to heat it before 
eating. Nor did she have to 
dip itin a stream to make it 
more edible. : 

It was as instant as any food 
could be. She just dug her 
choppers into it. 

Food historians, however, 
don’t count this experience 
when detailing the develop- 
ment of instant foods. Records 
in their files indicate that in- 
stant foods had their beginning 
in 1706. 

In that year, two young en- 
glishmen won distinction by 
turning out prepared dishes. 
The two, Edmond Cross and 
Thomas Blackwell, became ca- 
terers to England’s House of 
Parliament in addition to serv- 
ing royalty. 

The firm they set up, known 
as “C and B”, first canned 
meats in 1820, packaged pre- 
serves and jellies in glass con- 
tainers in 1840; and claims a 
first in canning fish and pack- 
aged soups in 1860. 

The 
edibles spread to the new 
world. Even before the civil 
war, its products began arriv- 
ing in the U.S. aboard clipper 
ships.

It has been found that skips 
must give less ice to a Slider 
than a Hack shioter. 

Sliders slide over one-fifth 

of the ice surface that the hack 
shooter must shoot over caus- 
ing the Hack Shooter more 
grief. Ice does wear, especial- 
ly ander poor sliders.. 
If the ice is not 100 per cent 
to the hog line the Hack Shoot- 
er must take this into account 
while the slider slides over this 
ice before final delivery. This 
is a very big advantage in a take 
out shot. 

Sliders take LESS ICE and 
have MORE TIME to guide 
their rocks a SHORTER DISs- 
TANCE than the Hack Shoote=. 

Sliders claim that there is 
not much advantage in sliding. 

Why do they 
spend hours developing a slide 
when a hack shot is just as 
good? If they would spend 
as much time in the hack they 
would be very hard to beat.

Inspector Hurlow, now secretary of 
the Canadian Highway Saiety Council, 
said, “The cause of our main problems 
on the highways has been attributed to 
indifference on the part of the general 
public. In enforcing traffic Jaws we 
are required to deal chiefly with the 
effect rather than the cause of this 
problem. Only by co-ordinating our 
efforts with those of recognized high- 
way organizations can we contribute 
towards the development of a2 new 
trend in the conduct of society, a trend 
whereby observance of highway safety 
and voluntary compliance with traffic 
regulations becomes a status symbol 
whereby non-compliance becomes dis- 
reputable.” 

He said “The grim statistics from our 
highways are an indictment against 
society as a whole, and this is not ex- 


clusive of any group, segment or Strata 
of society, including our own. Perhaps 
it is an indictment against human na- 
ture.” He told the conference that an 
efficient Iaw enforcement prosram 
was a traffic safety program and that 
aceeptance of and respect for the law 
would be influenced immeasurably by 
the manner in which it was enforced. 
Expressing the belief that the police did 
not fully appreciate the force of impact 
made on an erring motorist by the mere 
fact that he was checked by a police- 
man, Inspector Hurlow added. “The 
proper approach to such a motorist

AHL experiments 
in scoring averages 


In an American Hockey Lea- 
gue Service Bureau release of 
Noy, 10, publicity director 
Jack Button reports on an ex- 
periment in the AHL to ob- 
tain more accuracy in arriving 
at a goal-keepers averages. 

At the present time in most 
organized hockey, when these 
averager are figured, the num- 
ber of goals allowed by the 
averages are figured, the num- 
ber of games in which he has 
appeared. 

Minutes played instead of 
games will provide the basis of 
the experimental system. The 
number of minutes played by 
a goalie first will be divided 
by 60 (the number of minutes 
in a regulation game) and the 
resultant figure will be used 
instead of the number of 
games played.

Tribute 


Sir Winston Churchill is unique. It 
was in 1900 when Victoria was still 
Queen that Winnie strode through the 
historic corridors of the House of 
Commons for the first time. Sixty- 
four years later he Jeft the stage from 
which he had played his many great 
roles. 

This man of action who led his coun- 
try and the Commonwealth from the 
early war years when they stood alone 
to ultimate victory, forecast with un- 
canny skill the court events would take 
in Europe and the world. 

No words can do justice to Sir Win- 
ston Churchill, except perhaps his own 
stirring speeches that will echo through 
history. 

Sir Winston is 90 years old. If we 
may paraphrase one of his famous ut- 
terances: “Never has one person done 
so much, for so many, for so long.” 


Belt Mandatory 


Seat belts are mandatory for all priv- 
ately-owned vehicles of RCAF person- 
nel in the air division in Hurope, a re- 
port on private motor car accidents 
from the Air Division Headquarters in 
Metz France disclosed. 

Air Vice Marshall D. A. B. Bradshaw, 
air officer commanding 1 Air Division, 
said “The air division has made seat 
belts mandatory in private motor cars 
registered under the air force licensing 
system”. He believed an automobile 
seat belt was the most effective single 
{tem of protective equipment available 
to reduce the toll of traffic injuries and 
deaths. 

The report stated that in a study of 
480 accidents involving vehicles equip- 
ped with seat belts, only 20% of driv- 
ers had their belts fastened at the time 
of the accident.

The torch is falling 


There is further evidence of the in- 
cipient failure of democracy. The 
House of Commons recently defeated 
Government members present, and ad- 
ded Remembrance Day to an official 
list of holidays for government serv- 
ants and for workers who come under 
the jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment. 

For government servants this would 
make still another statutory holiday. 
In addition government servants get 
three weeks’ holidays after a brief per- 
jod in employment and enough sick 

‘Jeave for recuperation from all the ills 
known to man or woman. 

This is not to say that all govern- 
tment servants are Jazy and refuse to 
do any more work than they must. 
There is a core of competent, efficient 
conscientious government employees 
without whom the country could not 
function. But there are others, and it 
is feared that they are in the majority, 
who are in the government service only 
for the sake of the pay cheque. To 
these the world “service” is something 
that is found in a dictionary. And too 
many of the people on the public pay- 
roll appear to think that service is 
something you perform for the public 
when it is convenient for it to be done. 
(Recently, for example, it took twelve 
days to get an answer to a routine 
question addressed to a government 
department in Ottawa.) 

It is assumed that if all these holi- 
days become a fact, and it is highly 
probable that they will become a fact, 
more overtime will have to be paid to 
those who serve the public at border 
points and perhaps in the post office. 
Or does it mean that the post offices a- 
cross the land will be closed on still an- 
other statutory holiday? 

There was a time when there was a 
postal delivery on Christmas Day. 

There needs to be education of goy- 
ernment employees to show them that 
they have their jobs because they. are 
supposed to serve the public, 

Why should there be a holiday as a 
remembrance of the fact that men and 
women died to preserve Canada and to 
enable those who lived and those who 
are yet to be born to help Canada pro- 
gress? Can a country go ahead by be- 
ing idle? 

There used to be something called 
Armistice Day. If it was on a weekday 
there was a two minute silence, Street- 
cars and buses stopped, work was sus- 
pended in offices, factory machines, 
where possible, were switched off. The 
two minutes of silence were the most 
impressive way to remember that John 
McCrae wrote: “To you from falling 
hands we throw the torch.”

Queen may arbitrate 


London (UPI)—A decision of Argen- 
tina and Chile to submit their Andean 
frontier dispute to Queen Elizabeth's 
arbitration was welcomed in diplomatic 
circles here both because it eases ten~ 
sion between two Latin American 
States and also helps Britain rebuild its 
prestige in the area. 


It was still not known here when Brit- 
ain will formally advise the two countr- 
ries that it is In a position to accept the 
arbitration under the terms of the Tri- 
angular Treaty of 1902, but action will 
not likely to be long delayed. 


Officials said that the government 
here was considering the terms of the 
Argentine-Chilean agreement reached 
in Santiago late last week, and study- 
ing the legal technicalities involved, 
Meanwhile they had no comment on 
Britain's plans. 

In informed diplomatic circles, how- 
ever, the Santiago accord was seen as 
a major step forward towards breaking 
the impasse that was blocking British 
acceptance of the arbitration role. 

The problem for the British previous- 
ly was that only Chile had approached 
{t and asked for the Queen to adjudicate 
in a dispute affecting about 150,000 
acres (60,000 hectares) of territory in 
rough Andes country. 

Word still has not been received di- 
rectly from Argentina, but the British 
Embassy has submitted a full report on 
the agreement reached in Santiago be- 
tween Argentine and Chilean officials 
on submitting the dispute to the Queen 
This was understood to have clarified 
the Argentine position. 


Diplomatic quarters here considered 
the Argentine Chilean deal could bring 
twofold benefits both to Britain and to 
latin America. 

They said that for the British Sov- 
ereign (she will act through an expert 
on a group of experts) to be asked to 
arbitrate between two major Latin 
American countries was a great help to 
Britain’s prestige in the area. 

This has been waning in recent years 
as British trade with Latin America has 
fallen behind that of America and Ger- 
many, and has been challenged by oth- 
er nations, including France, Japan and 
Italy. 


With Britain helping to settle differ- 
ences between Argentina and Chile it 
would be seen that it still had an im- 
portant role to play on the Latin Amert- 
can scene where before World War 
One it was a decisive influence. 


This, in turn, could help Britain at a 
moment when it is trying to build up its 
trade there again. 

There was also relief in diplomatic 
quarters that Argentina and Chile ap- 
parently were willing to settle their 
frontier differences peacefully. 


Cannot boycott 


Mr. Seretse Khama, who is expected 
to become the first Prime Minister of 
Bechuanaland when the territory holds 
its election next year, believes that it 
would be national suicide to boycott 
South Africa. 

In London, Bngland, he told Colin 
Cross of the Sunday Express, that he 
is opposed to South Africa’s racial 
policy. “But South Africa is there 
and we depend on her,” he said, “It’s all 
right for a country like Algeria to boy- 
cott South Africa. It has nothing to 
lose. For us it would be national su- 
cide.” 

“A trade relationship doesn’t mean 
you approve of the government you are 
dealing with’, Mr. Khama concluded. 
“The Americans send grain to Russia 
and Britain sells buses to Cuba. 

A contender for the posts of Prime 
Minister in Basutoland, Chief Jonathan, 
volced similar views in Germiston, 
South Africa, recently. Wlectioneering 
among the 150,000 Basutos employed in 
South Africa, Chief Jonathan said: 
“Those who say after independence 
that Basutoland won't have anything 
to do with South Africa and that the 
whites will be driven out, are enemies 
of its progress.” 

Commenting on South African “poli- 
tical fugitives” in Basutoland, he said: 
“We are not against granting asylum'‘to 
genuine political refugees, but we can 
no longer allow asylum to Communists 
who go to Basutoland under the cloak 
of being political refugees.” 

“It is through this kind of refugees 
that Basutoland Is today under the 
dark cloud of Communism, When you 
cast your votes, cast them wisely, and 
elect men who will govern in the inter- 
ests of your country,” he told the Bas- 
uto. 


South African Viewpoint 
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Tally Ho! 


The hunting horn is echoing round 
the hills and dales of Britain as 40,000 
lovers of this sport spring into the sad- 
dle for the newly-opened fox hunting 
season which continues until next Ap- 
ril. 

Between November 1 and April, some 
12,000 foxes will be killed ag packs of 
hounds get their noses to the scent. 

It may cost anything between £250 
to £1,300 a year (981.75 dollars to 
8,646 dollars.) to take part actively in 
hunting. In addition there are now 
some 250,000 more followers to the 242 
hunts in Britain doing it less expen- 
sively on foot, bicycles and in cars. 

Those who believe that hunting is a 
cruel sport — its supporters consider 
it the most humane way of keeping 
down marauding foxes—will also be out 
in force. Among the sabotaging activ- 


{ties they adopt is the feeding of raw — 


meat to the hounds (it slows them 
down) or hcemicals thrown down to 
deaden the scent. 

But it is hardly likely they will make 
much impression on the massive hunt, 
which dates back to the 17th century. 
Meanwhile thousands of descendants 
of John Peel, who might almost be de- 
scribed as the father of the hunt, are 
now scattered all over the world. Wm, 
Peel, 88, who claimed to be one of the 
direct descendants, died recently at 
Prairie Village, Kansas City, U.S. A. 
But Mr. R. Bell McGuffie, of Low Ireby, 
Cumberland, a few miles from where 
John Peel was born, claims to have the 
hunter's original horn, immortalized in 
the song “D'ye ken John Peel with his 
coat so gay’—his crop and his pony 
stirrup and bit. McGuffie, son of Mrs. 
Bell, who was a great granddaughter of 
John Peel, is justly proud of his hunt- 
{ng relic and people from all over the 
world visit him. 

John Peel was born in Cumberland in 
1776, and is described as a huntsman. 
He lived through four reigns, and died 
on his birthday, November 13, 1854. 
During his life he kept a pack of “12 
couples and two horses” at his own 
expense which was later looked after by 
his son, “Young John”. 

Many of the hounds in Britain today 
are descended from these packs. In 
fact, hounds all over the world can be 
traced back to the John Peel pack. 


Books closed 


on fatal crash 

Washington (UPI) — The Civil Aer- 
onautics Board (CAB) closed the books 
today on the fatal crash of Pacific Air- 
lines flight 773 last May with a one- 
word verdict; Murder. 

The boards final report on the acci- 
dent, in which all three crew members 
and 41 passengers died, listed the prob- 
able cause as “the shooting of the cap- 
tain and first officer by a passenger 
during the flight.” 

The mid-air murder occurred May 7 
when flight 778, a twin-engine P27 
prop-jet was enroute from Reno, Nev., 
to San Francisco. It was only 26 miles 
away from its destination when the 
Oakland approach control received a 
garbled message later deciphered as: 

“.. skipper’s shot. We're ben (or 
being) shot. (I was) try’in ta help.” 

The CAB report did not contain any 
new revelations. But it went into con- 
siderable detail on the background of 
the passenger suspected of the shoot- 
ing — Francisca Paula Gonzales of 
San Francisco. 

The CAB listed this chain of evi- 
dence against Gonzales as the murder- 
er: 

—A freshly-fired .857 Smith and 
Wesson reyolyer found in the wreckage 
was identified as having been purch- 
ased by Gonzales the day before the 
crash. 

—Before boarding the flight to 
Reno on siay 6, he showed the gun to 
numerous friends, told one person he 
intended to shoot himself, and kept 
referring to his impending death. 

—On the same day, he purchased 
two insurance policies at San Fran- 
cisco International Airport totalling 
$106,000, 

—While in Reno, where he gambled 
throughout the night, he told one 
Casino employe who asked how he 
was doing: “It would not make any 
difference after tomorrow.” 

—Gonzales was known to be dis- 
turbed and depressed over marital fi- 
nancial difficulties, cried constinous- 
ly during the evening of May 5, and 
had committed nearly half his salary 
for loan payments. 

The CAB said a thorough investiga- 
tion of other passengers and the crew 
revealed “no tndue health problems, 
unusual purchases or holding of in-

Nation need not 
be rich for A-bomb 


The Chinese atomic bomb is by 
Premier Chou En-Lai’s own admission 
small. 

“.., But we are in possession of it. 
It is the fruit of our own efforts, of the 
efforts of Asians.” 

And small though the Chinese bomb 
is, it already is causing a reassessment 
of the world vs. nuclear weapons. 

It proved that a nation need be neither 
rich nor industrially advanced to carry 
out its manufacture. And even though 
it may be another 10 years before the 
Chinese can acquire the means of deliy- 
ery, it marks the beginning of what 
could be a dangerous shift in what 
has been called the balance of terror. 

Up to now the balance of terror 
held between the United States and 
the Soviet Union, each with an ability 
to destroy the other, has provided the 
world with its best reason for peace. 

With the spread of these weapons 
come dangerous new problems and 
temptations which no longer are 
global in character but local in that 
they involve neighbors. 

Red Chinese possession of the bomb 
led India at once to reassess its po- 
sition. 

It has the material and the know- 
how to build a bomb but for the mom- 
ent she has decided against it. In- 
stead she has sought and presumably 
obtained from the Soviet Union re- 
newed promises of delivery of the Soy- 
fet weapons promised for her defense 
against China. 

Pyentually, it must lead Japan to 
consider her defensive position. 

Ultimately, Israel might be tempt- 
ed to manufacture nuclear weapons 
as a deterrent against the Arabs. Is- 
rael already has a reactor and limited 
materials for the makng of such a 
bomb. And she knows that German 
technicians are helping the Egyptians 
with a rocket system which would be 
aimed in her direction. 

The bomb which already is in the 
hands of France, could provide Ger- 
many with the overwhelming tempta- 
tion to follow a simlar course. 

And of most immediate importance 
is the effect the bomb in the hands of 
the Chinese will have on future rela- 
tions with Soviets. 

Does it drive the two together or 
does it force the Soviet Union to 
turn more and more toward the west? 

In the attempt to prevent spread of 
the bomb, the United States and Rus- 
sia have made common cause. The 
U. S. attempted to prevent French 
manufacture of the bomb on the 
grounds that western defenses al- 
ready were adequately covered by the 
U. S. arsenal. 

The Soviets argued that their own 
bomb would protect the Communist 
world. Both arguments failed. 

As world disarmament talks remain 
stalemated after nearly 20 years, the 
United States is on record in the Unit- 
ed Nations in favor of a world force 
strong enough to put down any ag~- 
gression from any direction. 

As the bomb spreads that force 
could become more than an idea, and 
instead a vital necessity.

In addition, there 
are medicated foundations for the coverage and treatment 
of blemishes and excessive oil. 


However, a base may be ideally suited to your skin and 
still streak. The cause, then, would have to be put down to 
improper application methods. For a smooth finish, a base 
has to be applied in an even film and left to set before 
powdering, It is better to apply two thin coats of base than 
a heavy one, if denser coverage is desired. It is useless to 
apply powder, nless the base beneath is dry.

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Will 
your write about Parkinson’s 
disease? Anything at all? I 
know that if you tried to cover 
the entire subject you'd need 
a book to tell me all I'd want 
to know. You've guessed it. 
My husband has it. Naturally 
I'm worried.-Mrs. 0. 

Comment: I presume you 
already know quite a few facts 
about the disease. But repeat- 
ing them won't hurt. To get 
the worst out of the way, there 
is no known cure for Parkin- 
son’s. I tell you this so you 
won't, like so many people, go 
off in search of an operation 
for the disease. A few years 
back we were quite hopeful 
that the newer operative pro- 
cedures might cure Parkin- 
son’s, but our optimism was 
premature. Our mainstay of 
treatment is purely medical: 
drugs. physical therapy, psy- 
chotherapy. 

Remember that the trouble 
isn’t in the brain itself but in 
one of the small nerve centers 
at the base of the brain. And 
because the higher nerve cen- 
ters aren’t involved the patient

Parkinsonism isn’t generally 
considered to be inherited and 
it is not a contagious disease. 
It is not a threat to life. Pa- 
tients may live on for many 
years (1% to 30).

NOVEMBER 13, 1939 
Club fold war caused by dictatorship 

The probability that the present war 
is a direct result of the competition 
between the dictators of the world, 
was the view expressed by Fred. S. 
Gardiner, Reeve of Forest Hill Vil- 
lage, at the meeting of the Rotary 
Club in the Hotel Benson today. 

“Tf Germany successfully termih- 
ates this war, do you think Russia and 
Japan will be satisfied?” queried Mr. 
Gardiner. “The competition between 
the dictatorial countries will ruin the 
world.” 

Mr. Gardiner traced the causes lead- 
ing up to the present war and expressed 
the opinion that the Russian Revolu- 
tion in 1917 with the resultant estab- 
lishment of a dictatorship, followed 
later by the Fascist and Nazi dictator- 
ships in Italy and Germany, were the 
indirect causes of the present conflict. 

Town Team Wins 

Interest in soccer footballl was re- 
vived in Lindsay on Saturday, Noyem- 
ber 11, when the football team spon- 
sored by Lindsay Cricket Club played 
its first game. In a friendly match 
against a picked team from the 45th 
Battery stationed at the Armouries, 
Lindsay, the town team put up a good 
display. At half time the score stood 
Lindsay Town 2, 45th Battery 2. 

Resuming against the wind, the 
town pressed steadily and were re- 
warded with two more goals.

Prince Charles set on a 


London (UPI) — Sturdy, mop-haired 
Prince Charles, heir to the British 
throne, turns 16 Saturday with his eyes 
apparently firmly set upon a nayal ca- 
reer, 

He has yet to be formally invested as 
Prince of Wales which will come in a 
solemn and colorful ceremony in an- 
client Caernaryon Castle in North 
Wales. This could be scheduled for 
the coming year but most observers 
think Queen Blizabeth will wait until 
her son has turned 17. 

The prince will be away from home 
for his birthday, spending his usual 
Saturday at sports and hobby pur- 
suits, the regular routine at Gordon- 
stoun, his school in Scotland. There 
will be the traditional birthday cake 
sent from Buckingham Palace, and 
probably telephone talks with the 
Queen and other members of the fam- 
ily. Otherwise it will be a pretty nor- 
mal schoo] day. 

According to reports from the school 
Charles is proving an apt and serious 
student. He recently passed the im- 
portant “CGH” Bxamination (General 
Certificate of Education) which all un- 
iversity-spiring youngsters must take 
No official announcement of his show- 
ing was made, but reports were that 
Charles had excellent marks in all his 
major subjects including English, Hist- 
ory, mathematics (reputedly his weak- 
est subject), Geography and French. 
In these he attained “O” level (above 
average) marks. 

According to present plans, so far 
as is known, the prince will remain at 
Gordonstoun, the no-nonsense school 
his father Prince Philip also attended, 
for another year or so. He then would 
“sit” for the Admiralty interview given 
all prospective cadets and in which 
they must prove to have the intelli- 
gence, initiative and sense of respon- 
sibility required of naval officers. 

From now on, Charles’ studies will 
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inelude special subjects aimed at pre- 
paring him for entry into the Britan- 
nia Royal Nayal College at Dartmouth, 
which he can eter at age 17-44. 

Charles’ investiture as Prince of 
Wales ig expected to come before he 
matriculates at Dartmouth, possibly in 
the spring of 1966. 

At 16, the prince gives every ap- 
pearance of being a strong, healthy, 
normal teen-ager. The discreet blan- 
ket that covers the activities of an heir 
to the throne has not lifted enough to 
show ho wgirl-conscious the prince may 
yet be. Rumor has not associated him 
with any special girls. 

He shares with most British young- 
sters at his age, however, a keen in- 
teest in pop-music—inculding the liv- 
erpool beat of the Beatles and similar 
groups. He himself has learned to 
tinkle an electric guitar and it’s said 
he can beat out a pretty fair tune. His 
birthday presents probably will be held 
for him till he joins the Royal family 
at Windsor Castle for Christmas, with 
record tokens—allowing him to choose 
his own discs—almost certainly among 
his gifts.

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EDITORIAL 
So worthy..so dull 


Canadians are not taking an inter- 
est in Canada’s Centennial, Peter Ayk- 
roid, Director of Special Projects for 
the Canadian Centennial Commission 
has charged. 

“Most people are more or less blase 
about the whole thing” he complained 
when he addressed the Electric Club 
of Toronto. 

“Further”, he added, “there is a kind 
of attitude abroad that makes Cana- 
dians pooh-pooh the whole idea and 
actually express a not-too-veiled con- 
viction that the whole thing will be a 
big flop”. 

We cannot help feeling a little sym- 
pathetic ourselves to those Canadians 
that are admittedly blase about the 
whole thing. After all, who can really 
get excited about new fire halls, new 
police stations, new municipal build- 
ings and the like which seem to be the 
choice of most municipalities when it 
comes to deciding on how to spend the 
grants offered. Lindsay’s grant is 
going mostly to the “Academy” and it 
is certainly hard to get excited over 
that after the campaign to save the 
Academy was a complete success in 
itself. Some citizens still think the 
Academy “railroaded” the centennial 
grant. 


It is hard to find a centennial pro- 
ject as yet announced that amounts to 
a hill of beans as far as celebrating this 
birthday of Confederation. New thea- 
tres, new municipal halls, new muse- 
ums, new libraries and memorials .. . 
so worthy, vet so dull — no wonder 
people are blase. 

To spark the imagination of the cit- 
izens we need something new, some- 
thing spectacular. The centenary 
should be the biggest, most colourful 
birthday party the country has ever 
known, for if 1967 is worth celebrating, 
it is worth celebrating well. 

We are sure Canadians can come up 
with some more inspired commemora- 
tive programmes than at present pro- 
pored—perhaps stirring military tatoos 
touring the country with soldiers in dress 
of 1867 ... large scale programmes of 
youth exchanges from coast to coast . . 
a children’s centenary park as complex 
as Disneyland ... Olympic sized swim- 
ming pools and sports tracks... and 
nerhaps even the world’s biggest blue- 


berry pie. 


Many of the present muni- 
cinal projects lack imazination — let 
us do something notable to mark the 
Centenary of Confederation.

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Alliance for Progress 


{UPI)—With plenty of bad news 
throughout the world to worry about, 
an Alliance for Progress report of a 
brighter picture in Latin America is one 
to be cherished. 

The improved outlook is reported 
both by the Inter-American Committee 
which co-ordinates and sets policy for 
the Alliance and by U.S. Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Thomas C. Mann who 
reports on alliance affairs directly to 
President Johnson. 

Especially encouraging was a nota- 
tion that nations which in the past had 
shown more interest in U.S. handouts 
than in reform, were themselves at- 
tacking economic and social problems 
with greater vigor. 


Mann's report also found noteworthy 
the peaceful transfer of power in free 
elections in Venezuela and Chile, the 
economic and social programmes be- 
ing instituted by Brazil's revolutionary 
regime and the decision of the United 
States and Panama to settle their dif- 
ferences at the conference table. 

Contributing aiso to amiable rela- 
tions within the hemisphere was this 
year’s settlement of a border dispute 
between the United States and Mexico. 

The Mann report also noted a greater 
tendency among Latin American na- 
tions toward self help. 

As result of this and other improve- 
ments, loans for alliance projects have 
been granted at a rate more than double 
that of 1963 in which commitments to- 
tailed about $400 million. 


A renewal of confidence in the fut- 
ure of Brazil and high growth rates in 
the economics of Venezuela, Mexico 
and Central America also had meant a 
doubling of the rate of private invest- 
ment. 

All this, of course, does not indicate 
that Latin America is getting out of the 
social and economic woods or even is 
close to it./ ~ 

The United States has cut off aid to 
Bolivia until the revolutionary regime 
there proves it is interested in a return 
to democatic govenment. 

Argentina, Brazil and Chile all have 
enormous short-term debts which will 
have to be repaid in 1964 or re-financed. 

Brazil's bill for 1964 comes close to 
a billion dollars. Argentina’s is around 
$400 million and Chile’s nearly $250 
million. 


Chile hopes to double her income 
from exports in the next five years, but 
in the meantime has no foreign ex- 
change with which to carry out her 
development program. 

Complicating Argentina's problem is 
continuing political unrest, stirred by 
recurring reports that its ousted form- 
er dictator, Juan D. Peron, intends to 
return home, Peronism still is a very 
live force in Argentina. 


Largest of all and with problems cor- 
respondingly large is Brazil. 

Continuing inflation saw Brazil's cost 
of living nearly double between Sep- 
tember, 1962, and September, 1964. 
Supporters of the new regime, however, 
say it would have been even worse if it 
had not been for the overthrow of 
President Joao Goulart. 


Aside from meeting its debts, the 
Brazilian Government figures that its 
economic recovery program needs $970 
million for outside sources in the next 
two years. These are staggering fig- 
ures emphasizing a staggering prob- 
lem. 

Nonetheless, 1964 is rated a “hope- 
ful” year.

NOVEMBER 18, 1939 
Magistrate reserves judgement 
—goes to scene of crash 

Magistrate E. A. Gee reserved judge- 
ment in the case of Howard Kellett, 
Toronto mechanic, charged here Fri- 
day with reckless driving. 

The charge was laid by provincial 
police following an accident on High- 
way No. 35, four miles north of Lind- 
say, on October 22. Kellett’s car was 
involved in a crash with one driven by 
Max Consky of Fenelon Falls. 


Evidence in the case was very con- 
flicting with both the prosecution and 
defense alleging that the other car 
was over on the wrong side of the 
road. Two gouges in the road at the 
scene of the accident played a promi- 
nent part in the case, as did a black 
skid mark. Following the testimony 
of several defense witnesses, Magi- 
strate Gee, m company with the Crown 
Attorney, Traffic Officer, accused and 
defense counsel, visited the scene of 
the accident on the Fenelon Road. 


Attorney-General addresses 
businessmen 

Ontario’s war effort would not in- 
yolve curtailment of the necessary so- 
cial services, pension system and hos-

This Day 50 Years Ago 
NOVEMBER 18, 1914 
Fingers injured 

Tuesday evening F. J. Carew met 
with a painful accident at the box fac- 
tory. His left hand was accidentally 
caught in a sticker, the fourth finger 
being taken off and a couple of others 
bruised. Frank hurried to Dr. McAl- 
pine’s residence, where his injuries 
were attended to. While suffering the 
serious ‘oss of a digit, the injuries to 
his other fingers are not so serious as 
reports had it this morning. 


Origin of fire suspicious. 

Last night at eleven o'clock, the bri- 
gade was called to a fire of suspicious 
origin on William Street North, where 
a barn belonging to William Bain was 
discovered to be on fire. When the 
brigade arrived on the scene, the blaze 
had gained considerable headway. A 
line of hose, 1200 feet in length was laid 
from the corner of Elgin and William 
Street, but Fire hief BeBIl decided not 
to turn on the water, as the stable was 
doomed. 


An investigation showed that the 
blaze had started in the northwestern 
corner and there were footmarks lead- 
ing from the barn, that looked suspic- 
ious. Besides the building a number 
of cords of wood and some 20 hens were 
destroyed. 

There was no insurance on the barn. 


German base destroyed 

A despatch from Rotterdam says dur- 
ing a heavy bombardment by the Eng- 
lish fleet yesterday off Knocks and 
Zebruggs on the Belgian coast, the base 
for German military trains on the 
Bruges Canal was destroyed. Much 
damage was done to the German 
stores and supplies. 


No dum-dum’s used by Britain 
The War Office last night issued a 
statement denying German allegations 
that the British troops have used dum- 
dum or soft-nosed bullets, but main- 
taining that these kinds of missiles 
have been used by the Germans.

Toronto, November 17 — 
The growing acceptance of na-| 
tural gas as a fuel for home, 
|store and industry is reflect-| 
jed in the increase in the total) 
lof customers of The Consum-| 
\ers’ Gas Company to 318,000, | 
up 23,000 from 1963 and com- 
pared with 158,000 in 1954. 


Forty-two per cent of the 
families reisiding in Consum-| 
|ers’ service areas now use na- 
tural gas for one or more pur- 
poses, according to the com-| 
|pany’s annual report mailed to 
‘shareholders Monday. 


At September 30, 1964, the) 
company had 210,000 house 
heating customers, compared 
|with 185,000 at the same time, 
in 1963, and about 4,000 in, 
1954, said Oakah L. Jones, pre- 
sident and general manager. 
Per capital use of gas has in- 
jcreased from 2,900 cubic feet 
‘in 1954 to 24,900 cubic feet in 
1964. The national average is’ 
26,500. 


On October 1, 1964, the com- 
|pany put into effect its 18th 
voluntary rate reduction since 
1955. In the ten-year period 
the cost of natural gas fo resi- 
dential customers has dropped 
‘from $3.95 per 1,000 cubic 
feet to $1.38; to commercial 
customers, from $3.32 to $1.07; 
jindustrial $2.97 to 63 cents 


|per 1,000 cubic feet. 


Sales to government institu- 
tions continue to expand. Fed- 
erally, three large RCAF sta- 
|tions are converting to natural 
gas. Provincially, ten more 
Ontario Government buildings 
jwere added, and municipally, 
progress continues good, sti- 
mulated by the special “smoke 
abatement” rate. Natural gas 
is aiding municipal authorities 
in their efforts to eliminate 
smog conditions in built-up 
jareas.

Miss Bel Geddes, 
editor of “My Baby” magazine, 
reports that the Puritans also 
used adjectives - - Accepted, 
Godly, Redeemed--for names.

As new Montreal sky- 
scrapers rise one after the 
other to vie for a place in 
the sun, a matching feat of 
engineering is taking place 
deep down in the solid bed- 
rock upon which they stand. 
Montreal's underground rail- 
way, now with half its tun- 
nelling completed, is sched- 
uled for preliminary opera- 
tion in 1966 and completion 
in Canada’s centennial year 
of ‘67.

A Revamping Needed 


The Canadian jail system is ineffec- 
tive, antiquated, costly to run and hap- 
hazard and has earned a poor public 
reputation which can be corrected only 
if major changes are made. Such a 
claim was made in Ottawa by the Cana- 
dian Gorrections Association in its 
brief “Criteria for Location and Func- 
tion of Jails” in the latest issue of the 
Canadian Journal of Corrections the As- 
sociation’s official publication. 

The brief presents a bleak picture of 
our jails: “ ... many of them are old 
buildings that cannot be effectively 
modernized. Some are crowded, oth- 
ers almost if not completely empty. 
Within these buildings it is difficult to 
separate those awaiting trial from those 
who have been committed .. . There is 
often no philosophy guiding the opera- 
tion of the institution, no facilities for 
diagnosis, no treatment or training pro- 
eramme, no employment or recrea- 
tion.” 


The Corrections Association propos- 
es changes.- Firstly, they say, the 
word “jail” must go. “The new insti- 
tutions that we envisage should be call- 
ed Remand or Diagnostic Centres to 
emphasize their changed function. The 
jail is a funnel through which many 
types of offenders go into the correc- 
tional system. The same institution 
should not serve the person awaiting 
trial (who is still innocent under the 
law) and the sentenced prisoner. 
Proper programme for either of these 
groups is handicapped under the pres- 
ent system.” 


The Corrections -Association urges 
that jails should: be administered and 
financed entirely “by the province. In 
this way small, local jails could be re- 
placed by “area” jails. These large in- 
stitutions would be more economical to 
build and run, and would make possible 
separation of those awaiting trial from 
convicted offenders. Such arrange- 
ments are impossible in small institu- 
tions. 

Other poinfs in the Association’s 


brief touch on who should go to jail. 
Should the chronic petty offender, for 
instance, be considered principally a 
medical or welfare problem and there- 
fore not be kept in jail at all, it asks, 
Should it not be considered a primary 
principle that no one be held in jail if he 
ean safely be left under bond in the 
community ? 

More research is needed into the 
setting up of new jail programmes so 
that they do not wrest the individual too 
violently from his normal life, jeopard- 
izing his personal, family and commun- 
ity commitments. More research 
should be undertaken on programes for 
the newly arrested and those incarcer- 
ated for a short period. 

A letter in today’s Globe and Mail 
brings up another point—that of sal- 
aries paid, and educational standards 
required; the letter reads “Conditions 
at Mercer Reformatory are receiving 
much thoughtful and intelligent atten- 
tion in the front section of your paper, 
but at the same time the Help Wanted 
columns carry an advertisement for the 
position of Supervisor for the Ontario 
School for Girls, at Lindsay. The re- 
quirements for this position are that 
she be 25 to 45 years of age, with “pre- 
ferably” Grade 12 education; the start- 
ing salary to be $3,600; experience with 
teen-agers an “asset”’!”. 

The writer of the letter asks “How 
can we ever hope that any rehabilitation 


of these girls will take place if the De- 


partment of Reform Institutions re- 
quires such minimal education stand- 
ards, no specialized training (and con- 
sequently such a low salary scale) in 
their Supervisors? ‘How can this de- 
partment of the Ontario Government 
ever attract anyone capable of effect- 
ively administering such a reform insti- 
tution.” 

The letter concludes: “Unless there is 
more in this than meets the eye, it is 
shockingly evident that reforms are ur- 
gently needed in the institution itself 
before teen-age girls are sent there for 
rehabilitation.” 


British Subjects and Canadian Citizenship 


Since January 1, 1947, when the 
Canadian Citizenship Act became ef- 
fective, there has been uncertainty in 
the minds of many concerning the re- 
lationship between the terms “Cana- 
dian citizen” and ‘British subject’’. 
Questions are frequently asked by 
persons who wish to establish their 
own national status with respect to cit- 
izenship. “I am a British subject. Am 
I also a Canadian citizen?”, they ask. 
“Tf I am a Canadian citizen why should 
I also be a British subject?”’, is anoth- 
er common inquiry. 

In order to cast some light on the sit- 
uation, it is necessary to go back to the 
days before the Citizenship Act was 
proclaimed. At that time, a person 
born in Canada had the legal status of 
a British subject by virtue of birth in 
a British country. ° In the international 
context, this status with respect to a 
Canadian was no-different from that 
of any person born in any other British 
country. The term “Canadian citizen” 
was merely @ definition for the purp- 
oses of the Canadian Immigration Act. 
Persons who fitted this definition had 
the right of entry to Canada, but as a 
nationality, Canadian citizenship did 
not exist. 

The Citizenship Act provided for a 
new status, that of a Canadian citizen, 
recognized. throughout the world. 
When the then Secretary of State, the 
Hon. Paul Martin,- was - introducing 
the Bill with respect to Canadian citi- 
zenship in the House of Commons, he 
Stated “I want to emphasize and make 
clear that this will not remove from 
anyone who now has it, nor eliminate 
for persons born or naturalized in fut- 
ure, the status of British subject.” Thus, 
the Citizenship Act provides, “A Cana- 
dian citizen {s a British subject.” Only 
in’ specifie circumstances does it pro- 
vide that a British subject is automati- 
cally a Canadian citizen. 


It is, perhaps, useful to note at this 
point, the definition of a British subject 
as it is set own in the Statutes of Can- 
ada, 1914: “An Act Respecting British 
Nationality, Naturalization and Aliens.” 
The relevant part states that ‘any per- 
son born within His Majesty’s domin- 
ions and allegiance” shall be deemed to 
be a natural-born British subject. 

The Canadian Citizenship Act pro- 
vides that any British subject on Janu- 
ary 1, 1947, had Canadian citizenship if 
that person:— 

(a) Had been born in Canada 

(b) had been naturalized in Canada 

(c) had Canadian domicile 

(d) had his place of domicile in Can- 


yee { 


ada from January 1, 1927 to 
January 1, 1947, and was not 
under order of deportation, or 

(e) being a woman, had married a 

Canadian before January 1, 1947 
and was a landed immigrant be- 
fore that date. 

It will be seen that an imporatnt con- 
sideration in determining Canadian cit- 
izenship is the definition attached to 
“Canadian domicile” and “place of dom- 
icile’. “Canadian domicile”, by statute, 
is acquired by a person having his place 
of domicile for at least five years in 
Canada after entry as a landed immi- 
grant. “Place of domicile” is defined as 
“the place in which a person has his 
home, in which he resides, or to which 
he returns as his place of permanent 
abode and does not mean a place in 
which he stays for a mere special or 
temporary purpose...” 

In applyng these definitions to cat- 
egories (c) and (d) above, it will be re- 
alized there must be many British sub- 
jects residing in Canada who are not 
Canadian citizens. For example, any 
British person who came to Canada af- 
ter January 1, 1927, as a visitor and 
later decided to remain permanently, 
cannot be recognized as a Canadian 
citizen unless he had gone through the 
formality of obtaining landed immi- 
Brant status before January 1, 1942. 
Similarly, British immigrants to Can- 
ada who were landed after January 1, 
1942, are not Canadian citizens, be- 
cause they did not acquire Canadian 
domicile until after the Canadian Citi- 
zenship Act became effective. (An ex- 
ception would be the wife of a Canad- 
jan citizen, see category (e) above, as 
illustrated second paragraph follow- 
ing). 


The Canadian Citizenship Act pro- 
vides a means of non-Canadian British 
residents of Canada to become citizens, 
They are required to apply for citizen- 
ship which is granted if they satisfy 
the Minister of Citizenship and Immi- 
gration as follows: 

(a) Physical residence in Canada for 
the entire year preceding the 
date of application (brief absen- 
reasons are allowed). 
ces for holidays or business 
are allowed) ;' 

(b) Have acquired Canadian domi- 
cile, (in lieu of Canadian domi- 
Armed Service are eligible if they 
served. outside of Canada with 
the Canadian forces in time of 
war or under United Nations or 
NATO forces.

In Canada, as hospitals know to their 
cost, nurses are hard to come by and 
harder to hold on to. All too many of 
them, their training completed head for 
the United States where they usually 
can not only earn more but keep more 
of what they earn. 

It is an intensley frustrating situation 
and its effects show up in under-staf- 
fed hospitals such as the one in To- 
ronto which a year after opening still 
has more than half its beds empty, due 
solely to the acute nursing shortage. 

What is true of nurses, of course, is 
true of many other occupations in 
Canada today in which the demand for 
skilled workers far exceeds the supply. 
Medicine, teaching, engineering, sci- 
ence and management are only a few of 
the more important professions which 
come to mind. 

That the country should suffer some 
loss from among the newly-trained 
members of these and other professions 
is inevitable. And such people cert- 
ainly are not to be blamed for wishing 
both to gain higher remuneration and 
broaden their experience. 

But need Canada give them such 
incentive to go? Would we, for ex- 
ample, lose quite so many each year 
if the tax advantages of being a U.S. 
resident were less manifest than is now 
the case? 

Tt is not just a question of whether 
U.S. tax rates are or are not lower than 
our own. Exemptions and concessions 
there are considerably more generous, 
with the U.S. taxpayer getting a maj- 
or “break” in that no tax is payable on 
that part of his earnings spent on 
mortgage interest, or on any interest 
on cars or other personal property 
brought over a period of time. 

Who will say that such inducements 
are not a factor influencing many Can- 
adians who are needed here to go

Parisian Pointer? 


Pedestrians who may have wondered 
if they will ever again come into their 
own in this mobile society of ours may 
see a gleam of hope in developments in 
Paris. 

There, reports France Actuelle, the 
authorities have reached the conclus- 
ion that an imposible traffic situation 
can only be resolved by,» reserving 
whole streets for the exclusive use of 
the pedestrian during the various desig- 
nated hours. Between these set hours, 
no vehicle whatever may enter, circu- 
late or park in them. 


To date, some 18 streets have been 
so reserved, with more to come. Tour- 
ists are said to be delighted with the 
partial ban on motor traffic, not least 
in the picturesque, but oh-so-thread- 
like streets of old Montmartre. (Ex- 
tourists with recollections of Parisian 
driving habits will not find it hard to 
believe.) 

To urban Canadian strollers and 
window-shoppers, all this will come as 
heady stuff. They may even feel em- 
boldened to press for more than the 
small and (subterranean) foothold in 
downtown Ottawa which pretty well 
represent the extent of their recent 
gains, 

On the other hand, those Canadians 
obliged to do a certain amount of city 
driving can be forgiven for raising their 
eyes heavenward at the thought of 
“certain” main streets being closed to 
them “during various designated 
hours.” 

In the modern city, alas, the pedes- 
trian’s dream is all too apt to become 
the motorist’s nightmare.

When 
an application for citizenship from a 
British subject is approved) a certificate 
is forwarded to the applicant by mail, 
unless he expresses a desire to take the 
Oath of Allegiance formally in open 
court, —“Citizen” 


Russian agriculture 
policy changes 


(UPI)—The Soviet Union has added 
another zag to the zigs and zags which 
have characterized Communist policy 
toward agriculture since the days of 
Lenin. 

Sabotage by the peasants forced 
Lenin in 1921 to permit a limited re- 
turn to private enterprise, including 
the peasants’ right to sell their produce 
on the free market. 5 

By 1928, Stalin had won his strug- 
gle for power inside the Kremlin and 
was ready to declare his war on the 
peasans who by this time had amassed 
some 25 million small holdings aver- 
aging 20 acres apiece. In the succeed- 
ing five years, two-thirds of these were 
eliminated and their small holders 
(Kulaks) were forced into collectives. 

Millions of peasants were killed, oth- 
ers deported. 

In the first three years of resistance, 
the peasants slaughtered nearly half 
their livestock, leading to the famine of 
1931-32 and death by starvation of an 
estimated three million persons. 

Systematic, all-out terror finally oy- 
ercame peasant resistance and by 1937 
most of their holding had been merged 
into a quarter of a million collectives. 

Historically, Communist collective 
agriculture has never worked any- 
where. 

And the reason that Soviet agricult- 
ure is not in worse shape than it is can 
be found in the tiny fraction of the 
land which the Soviets reluctantly have 
granted to farmers for their own use. 

On these plots have been produced 
more than half the country’s vege- 
tables, eggs, fruit, poultry and milk. 

Partly out of sheer necessity, partly 
in an over-all attempt to curry favor 
among the population, the new Soviet 
leadership has disclosed that the role 
of the private plot again is to be in- 
creased. 


In the Ukraine and Bstonia decrees 
limiting the size of the private plots al- 
ready have been rescinded. Similar ac- 
tion is expected among the 13 other re- 
publics which make up the Soviet Un- 
ion. 


The announcement of the increased 
role of the private plot by new Secre- 
tary 1st Party Leonid I. Brezhney in- 
dicates that the new leadership, even 
as the deposed Nikita Khrushchey, has 
yet to find the magic formula to over- 
come the admitted lag in Soviet agri- 
culture. One whose career has had 
almost as many ups and downs as So- 
iet agriculture is one who has been 
closely associated with it through the 
days of both Stalin and Khrushchev. 


He is Prof. Trofim D. Lysenko who 
believes that inherited characteristics 
of plants could be changed by man’s 
control of their environment. Since, 
if his ideas had worked. they could 
have produced whole new varieties of 
plants to multiply Soviet food resourc- 
es, the Lysenko theory attracted first 
Stalin and then, after a period of ob- 
scurity Khrushchev. 


Under the new leadership has indi- 
cated it will follow the more practical 
course of increased agricultural invest- 
ment and fertilizer. 

In the enlargement of the private 
plots, it even will revert to capitalism.

Therefore, doc- 
tors must guard against falling 
into the trap of diagnosing 
gout simply on the level of the 
patient’s blood uric acid. 

Let’s get specific. You have 
had this pain in your thumb. 
I'll tell you what I'd do before 
I made the diagnosis of gout. 
First, I'd be interested if you 
had another attack (pain, red- 
ness, swelling, etc.). I'd wan’t 
to know how long it lasted.

Although the Germans had announc- 
ed the executions of 12 ringleaders of 
the unricing, the dispatch said Nazi po- 
lice and storm trooners killed or 
yonnded 20 students when fhey storm- 
ed the.C7ech university, and that, after 
thev caninred it, thev lined 18 students 
acpinst classroom walls and shot them, 
leayine their bodies propped against 
the wall for 24 hours as a warning,

Buffalo Bargains 

Live buffalo from three national 
wild-life refuges in the United States 
were an unusual ‘surplus sale’ bargain 
which Leonard Parkin, one of the 
BBC's staff in Washington, comment- 
ed on in a recent BBC broadcast. The 
appeal of the advertisement was, of 
course, not so much to pet lovers as to 
those with a hearty appetite for buf- 
falo meat. 


“At their peak,” said Parkin, “prob- 
ably before the discovery of America, 
the great buffalo herds contained an 
estimated 70,000,000 animals, One au- 
thority says that even Africa has never 
produced a wild-game animal in such 
numbers.” By 1900 there were less 
than 300 buffaloes on the whole con- 
tinent in their wild state, but people 
were developing captive herds in Texas 
and Montana. “Nowadays the only 
large herd on this continent is in Can- 
ada where there is one of about 16,000 
in 11,000,000 acres of land. In the 
United States protected ranges their 
numbers go down from about 900 over 
the Wichita range, to as few as twenty 
on a range in North Dakota. But there 
are enough buffaloes to ensure their 
healthy preservation and even provide

The County of Victoria has just 
decided to oppose a private bill re- 
quested by the Town of Lindsay which 
would give Lindsay extra representa- 
tion on the county council. Paying a- 
bout a third of the county budget, Lind- 
say has about one-fifth of the votes on 
council, 

The time may come when urban mu- 
nicipalities in Northumberland and 
Durham may ask for similar legislation 
though it seems ridiculous to enact it 
piecemeal with a private bill for each 
county.

REPORT FROM 
by Russell 


The Canada Pension Plan} 
has been receiving the atten- 
tion of Parliament this week. 
In my opinion this Bill is the 
most important social legis- 
lation ever introduced into the 
Canadian Parliament. It will 
affect the life of each and 
every Canadian, now living or 
unborn, 

The Bill implementing the 
Canada Pension Plan contains 
125 clauses. It is long and ex- 
tremely complex. For this rea- 
son I propose to devote this 
Report as well as next week's 
Report to a description of the 
features of the legislation 
which will be of most interest 
to readers. To try and cover 
all aspects of the legislation in 
one Report would make it far 
too long 

The Bill was given second 
reading this week (approval in 
principle) and will now be re- 
ferred to a special joint Par- 
liamentary Committee com- 
posed of Members of Parlia- 
ment and Senators where it 
will receive detailed study in 
the Committee stage. 

Provision is made in the le- 
gislation for co-ordination of 
pensions payable under the 
Canada Pension Plan with the 
present Old Age Pensions, In 
other words, once the Canada 
Pension Plan is in effect reci- 
pients of pensions will receive 
only one pension cheque. This 
cheque will include the bene- 
fit under the Canada Pension 
Plan as well as the Old Age 
Pension payment. 

Once the Canada Pension 
Plan is in effect Canadians will 
be able to elect to receive their 
combined pension at either 65 
or 70 years of age, or at any 
point in between those ages. 
If an election is made to take 
the pension at age 70 the re- 
cipient will receive the maxi- 
mum amount. If it is taken 
at an earlier age the amount 
of the monthly payment will 
be reduced accordingly. 

All expenditures under the 
Canada Pension Plan, includ- 
ing cost of administration, will 
be financed from  contribu- 
tions and no part of the expen- 
ditures will be a charge against 
the federal treasury. i 

Provision is made in the le- 
gislation to base pensions on 
current earnings levels by pro- 
viding for an upward adjust- 
ment of benefits if living costs 
rise. An important new fea- 
ture of the legislation pro- 
vides that old age pensions. in 
addition to the $10.00 increase 
was granted’a year ago, will 
also be pegged to the cost of 
living index and will increase 
automatically if living costs 
increase. . .In speakirig on this 
feature of the legislation 
Health and Welfare Minister 
Judy LaMarsh said, “This is 
a new departure in old age se- 
curity. We hope this will pro- 
vide not only a greater mea- 
sure of security but will also 
protect the real value of the 
pension dollar for Canada’s 


million odd pensioners”. 

Disability pensions under 
the Canada Pension Plan will 
provide help in family crisis 
when it is needed.. When the 
head of a family dies and 
leaves his widow with young 
children she will be provided 
with a pension to help her 
through the difficult years. 
Provision is also made for 
widows 35 years of age or over, 
even though she has no de- 
pendent children. Such ladies 
often find it difficult to find 
work. . The older she is and 
thus the less likely to be self- 
supporting, the greater her 
need and therefore the higher 
will be her rate of pension. 

Orphans of contributors will 
also be entitled to draw a bene- 
fit until they are old enough to 
obtain employment. In ad- 
dition, upon the death of any 
contributor a payment will be 
made to his estate, whether or 
not there is a survivor’s bene- 
fit payable. 

The plan will operate uni- 
formly across the country and 
rights to benefit will be com-

Unfortunately too many of these 
drivers have’ learned by the hit and 
miss method of taking lessons from 
other drivers instead of taking & 
course with a qualified instructor. 

These young drivers are also fre- 
quently the ones to be seen speeding 
in excess of the speed limit with ap- 
partly no concern for the distance it 
would take them to stop in an emer- 
gency. 

We feel licences Should not be issu- 
ed to drivers until they are at least 18 
years old and then after most rigid 
tests. This might serve to make the 
highways safer and also bring down 
insurance rates. 

Safe Driving Week for 1964 runs 
from December ist to 7th. During 
this week every motorist and pedes- 
trian will be urged to put Into prac- 
tice all the safe driving and walking 
procedures known. To walk and 
drive safely for one week is proof that 
it can be done every week ‘ of the 
year, the Canadian Highway Safety 
Council comments. 

It is likely though that there will be 
deaths that week from highway acci- 
dents, and the Council warns that a 
conservative estimate will be 50 road 
deaths in Canada. The Council 
states the causes are apathy, ignor- 
ance, self-interest and impatience, 
plus a recurring presence of alcohol. 
These constitute the elements to be 
combatted if we are to bring about a 
reduction in death, injury and prop- 
erty damage. “It cant happen to 
me” is the attitude of many drivers— 
until it happens!

Spotlight on Ethiopia 


In the ferment of Africa, Hthiopia 
seems to stand apart—a country ruled 
by an Emperor, where @ Christian 
church is established, and where an- 
clent traditions hold sway, some reach- 
ing back through 2,000 years of history 
to Biblical times. But how true is this 
impression? Its indomitable Emper- 
or, the 72-year-old Halie Selassie. is 
certainly not isolated from the world. 
His latest tour took him to eight coun- 
tries before joining the Conference of 
Non-Aligned nations in Cairo. In a 
recent broadcast of the BBC General 
Overseas Service programme ‘The 
World Today’ the country and its Em- 
peror were discussed by Melvin Lasky 
editor of the magazine ‘Pncounter’, who 
recently spent some time in Ethiopia; 
Alva Clarke, an dColin Legum of “The 
Observer’. 

As he came to the coolness of the 
Ethiopian plateau from the gritty heat 
of Khartoum, said Lasky, his first im- 
pression was of highland isolation and 
a deep difference. “There is in this Eth- 
fopian land some of the romance and 
magic of fabled Africa: where Halie 
Selassie, the Conquering Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah, claims descent from 
King Solomon and the Queen of Sheba, 
where the hills are full of wild fig and 
olive trees, transplanted from Palest- 
tine long ago on the theory that Ethio- 
pia was a second Holy Land. This is 
almost the museum of Africa.” 


But the unsuccessful revolt of Dec- 
ember 1960 had revealed that a new 
generation wanted more progress, 
change, education, economic growth. 
While the Emperor surrendered no au- 
thority, he had himself helned to forge 
a new, modern image of Ethiopia. In 
the new ‘Africa Hall’ he had built, the 
United Nations’ Economie Commission 
brought together from all over the con- 
tinent the ‘angry young men’ of African 
nationalism. Nearby, was the head- 
quarters of the Organization of African 
unity. 

Alva Clarke described Halie Selassie 
as having been “the head, the heart 
and soul’ of the country ever since he 
came to the throne more than thirty 
years ago. In 1936 his dramatic appeal 
before the League of Nations against 
the Fascist invasion of Mussolini had 
forcibly brought Bthiopia to the atten- 
tion of the world, until then largely ig- 
norant of it. The appeal had been un- 
availing. but Ethiopia had never sur- 
rendered to Italy, and in May 1941 the 
Emperor had returned triumphantly 
from political exile in Bitain to Addis 
Ababa. Now, as then, the tremendous 
task facing him was how to bring about 
in a backward — almost medieval— 
country improvements in education, so- 
cial services, road: building, and the 
moulding of a modern economy. In 
all these attempts he was engaged in 
the countless decisions that had to be 
made. He had attempted to give 
Ethiopia parliamentary democracy a- 
long constitutional lines, but, though 
this existed on paper it did not work 
in fact, and in the final analysis the 
important and not so important decis- 
ions were still left with the Hmperor. 
The success of attempts at democra- 
tic reform made since the revolt of 
1960 by the hierarchy of the Imonerial 
Bodyguard had yet to be proved, but 
although this country of immense po- 
tentialities had a long way to go, 
there could be no question that it was 
on its way. 

Lasky spoke of Haile Selassie as a 
ruler who lived like a monarch of 
feudal Hurope a thousand years ago, 
but thought like a man of the twent- 
feth century. In his view this person- 
al system of government was the chief 
obstacle to economic growth and mod- 
ernization. The next and most pro- 
gressive step forward—if it could be 
taken without introducing chaos — 
would be the delegation of some powers 
by the Emperor. Paradoxically, he 
got on well with other African leaders 
well to the left of him in outlook, for 
example, President Nkrumah of 
Ghana. As a ruler who had stayed in 
the saddle for thirty-four years he had 
enormous respect from other African 
rulers and in seniority was the hon- 
orary leader of all Africa. 

Speaking about Pthiopia’s foreign 
policy, Colin Legum described the Em- 
peror as “a great world traveller” who 
had become more and more drawn to 
the world stage of polities as he gew 
older. His tours were not just a mat- 
ter of a routine exchange of courtesies. 
He habitually looked—very selectively 
—for the kind of aid Ethiopia needed, 
and also for openings to advance par- 
ticular points of view both with regard 
to African issues, and non-alignment 
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Secret War papers disclose request 


Washington, (UPI) — Nazi officials, 
from Adolf Hitler down to the Ambas- 
sador in Tokyo, tried persistently but 
unsuccessfully in 1941 to persuade 
Japan to attack Russia from the east. 

Secret World War Il documents, 
made public yesterday, showed that the 
Japanese Government, never warm to 
the idea, seemed to find its doubt grow- 
ing as the Nazis’ own assault on Rus- 
sia bogged down. 

Any chance that Japan would attack 
the Soviet Union vanished with Pearl 
Harbor, Dec. 7, 1941. 


Berlin’s futile efforts were disclosed 
in German Foreign Office documents, 
hitherto secret, which were released 
yesterday by the State Department in 
co-operation with Britain and France. 

The German diplomatic campaign 
began immediately after Hitler broke 
the non-aggression pact with Russia 
and attacked her western border in 
June, 1941. 

Pressure was exerted by Hitler, his 
Foreign Minister, Joachim Von Ribben- 
trop, and Germany’s Ambassador to 
Japan, Maj. Gen. Bugene Ott, but to no 
avail. 

Japan apparently was impressed by 
yermany’s initial success against Rus- 
sia, and half-heartedly agreed to enter 
the fight. 

The German plan was for Japanese 
armies to seize the key rail center of 
Vladivostok quickly and to plunge 
westward to meet advancing Nazi forc- 
es halfway before the winter snows be- 
gan. 


Tokyo first told Berlin that Japan 
would be ready to attack by the end of 
August. But as the Nazi war machine 
began stalling, Japan delayed her ent- 
ry until spring, then finally ruled it out 
entirely. 

The Germans blamed Japan’s failure 
to comply on a “Nationalist wing” in 
Tokyo that was determined to drive 
southward in the Pacific, as Japan fin- 
ally did. 

For her part, Japan expressed fear 
that an attack on Russia would hamper 
her war against China. Tokyo's re- 
plies to German overtures also made it 
clear that Japan was not certain it 


Three Grades of. Faith 


One of the great preachers was the 
late Dr. Richard Roberts, a preacher's 
preacher at whose feet sat figuratively 
many ministers of the gospel Once 
when he was introducing himself to a 
large congregation, he said that he 
was critical of the saying that hon- 
esty is the best policy. The point he 
made so forcefully in that service 
thirty years ago was that honesty 
should prevail even if it were not the 
best policy. 


This is analagous to what should be the 
situation in the realm of private indus- 
try, private enterprise, or private cap- 
ital. There are people who believe in 
private enterprise because under a Sys- 
tem of private enterprise there is the 
greatest degree of freedom for people, 
a much greater degree of freedom 
than there can be under socialism, gov- 
ernmentism, or communism. 

But private enterprise people have 
not all the same strength in their be- 
lief. 


There is the group, and it should be 
the largest group, that would be for 
private enterprise under any and all cir- 
cumstances, They are willing to suffer 
for what is right even to the point of 
grave injustice. 


A second group in the private enter- 
prise area is the one that would prefer 
to be faithful but will submit to pres- 
sure if it becomes difficult to main- 
tain the faith. 


A third group is like cartoonist 
Bairnsfather’s Old Bill, who stayed 
where he was until he found a better 
‘ole. It probably is a slander on Old 
Bill to think that he would not have 
stayed where he was as long as he had 
to. It would be better to say that 
the third group in the private enter- 
prise camp are the opportunists of busi- . 
ness, willing to become socialists.

issues. Under pressure from radicals 
at home to moedrnise more rapidly than 
he could do, at the same time he satis- 
fied many of the aspirations of younger 
people in Wthiopia by taking a radical 
role in Africa, and even outside Africa.

Germany’s argument was spelled out 
in Ribbentrop's orders to Ott in June, 
1941, The envoy was instructed to 
tell the Japanese that: 

“The present situation... presents 
a unique chance for Japan. As Ger- 
many does this with respect to Europe, 
60 can Japan now through a military 
action against Soviet Russia create the 
prerequisites for the new order in East 
Asia planned by her. 

“After the removal of the Soviet 
power in the far east also, the solution 
of the Chinese question will be achiev- 
ed in the way desired by Japan without 
encountering any more difficulties ..” 

Hitler told ambassador Hiroshi Osh- 
ima that Japan should “participate in 
the annihilation” of Russia. Later in 
the year, however, Hitler cautioned a- 
gainst putting too much pressure on 
Tokyo because “this would be inter- 
preted as a sign of weakness, as if we 
had need of Japan.” 

The German Naval Attache in Tokyo, 
Rear Adm. Paul Weneker, apparent- 
ly was one of the few Germans to 
assess Japan's intentions correctly. 

In August, 1941, he reported flatly 
to Berlin: “Japan will not attack 
Russia. A (Russian) collapse is ex- 
pected during the winter at the latest, 
and there is no inclination to sacrifice 
forces for an operation whose success 
is not assured..” 

Toward the end of August, Ribben- 
trop cabled Tokyo that it was “incom- 
prehensible” that some Japanese 
were opposing the attack. He order- 
ed Ott to tell Japan that the Russians 
already had lost “about 6 million 
men” on the western front. 

Two weeks later, Japan very point~ 
edly asked Germany why it was tak- 
ing so long to defeat the Rusisans. 
Tokyo said it had been under the im- 
pression it would take only two 
months. 

In mid-October, 1941, Gen. Hideki 
Tojo became Prime Minister of Japan. 
The breakdown, in U.S.-Japan talks in 
Washington ended in the attack on 
Pearl Harbor less than two months 
later. 


The still, small voice 

The public relations firm employed 
to make a survey of the informational 
needs of the Toronto Board of Educa- 
tion would have done less than its duty 
if it had not dealt with what is really 
the basic reason for any organization’s 
ordering such a survey. The study of 
informational needs nine times out of 
ten means the study of why the organ- 
ization gets a bad press, and what to do 
about it. The reason for the bad press 
is usually bad policies. 

It follows that the consultant retain- 
ed by the big city board for a fee of 
$5,000 could hardly haye failed to in- 
clude in his report a reference to the 
poard’s extravagance, and its tendency 
to spend a lot of taxpayers’ money on 
what the taxpayers think are frills. 
Conspicuous waste is what causes tax- 
payers to look nowadays with a jaun- 
diced eye on many of the activities of 
elected school boards. Failure to say 
so would have meant that the consult- 
ant didn’t earn his fee. 

Hpithets directed at the report by 
some of the trustees included outland- 
ish, flippant, irresponsible, arrogant 
and smart-alecky. And one trustee 
questioned whether it was ethical for 
an outside consultant to produce such 
a document when he was only 5uppos- 
ed to be giving advice on an informa- 
tion policy. 

The ruffled trustees might be remind- 
ed that public relations and public in- 
formation techniques are misused if 
they are used for the purpose of white- 
washing.’ They never should be used 
to justify unwisdom. 

Perhaps the public relations com- 
mittee of that board of education should 
concern itself not only with its informa- 
tional role, but should also constitute 
itself the conscience of the board, the 
still, small yoice. The consultant might 
haye been wiser not to have quoted 
chapter and verse — the broadloom, 
swimming pools and underground park- 
ing—but his report may jolt the 
board into a realization that it is elect- 
ed to represent the taxpayers, and that 
there should be a sense of stewardship 
in its administration of public funds.

BACON STUFFED POTATOES 

Steaming baked potatoes,’ 
smothered in butter or sour 
cream are a satisfying, nour- 
ishing delight for your hungry 
family. Choose uniformly 
sized potatoes with smooth un- 
blemished skins for baking. A 
hot oven (425 to 450 degrees 
F.) is best advise food special- 
ists at Macdonald Institute. 
But if you wish to cook a cas- 
serole ‘at 350 degrees F., bake 
the potatoes along with it. 
Medium potatoes require about 
1% hours at this temperature. 

Scrub potatoes well. If a 
soft skin is desired, rub with a 
little fat before baking. Bake 
at 450 degrees F. until soft 
when squeezed, approximate- 
ly one hour for medium pot- 
atoes.

The Honourable Leslie M. 
Frost officially declared open 
Brinton Carpets new $750,000 
tufting plant here today which 
employs only non-colour blind 
Lindsay men of 5’9” and over. 

The men’s height is because 
of the unusual grid work which 
holds the spools of yarn on the 
plant's principal tufting ma- 
chine. The grid is set 6'2” 
from the floor and the men 
must be tall in order to change 
colour and types of yarn over 
from one operation to the 
next, Because of the many 
subtle shades of yarn in use 
by Brinton, the men undergo 
severe tests for colour blind- 
ness, 

The plant’s largest tufting 
machine is an electronic mar- 
vel capable of producing 
enough carpeting on regular 
shifts in one year to cover a 
15-foot highway from Lindsav 
to Montreal. f 

Or put another way, it will 
carpet 100,000 average Can- 
adian living rooms in the same 
period of time. 

The tufting .mchines are 
programmed using a black and 
white pattern drum set up by 
the designer. Said Mr. J. M. 
McGillis, president of Brinton 
Carpets Limited: “The plant’s 
three tufting machines are cap- 
able of producing as much as 
30 broad wilton looms and is

Two accounts, one from the To- 
ronto General Hospital,and the other 
from the Hospital for Sick Children, 
caused considerable discussion at the 
Saturday session of the Victoria Coun- 
ty Council. The accounts were for 
the hospitalization of county residents 
not considered as indigents. One of 
the cases was from the Township of 
Bexley and the other was the concern 
of Reeve Harry LeCraw of Longford, 
Digby and Laxton. A committee com- 
posed of the Warden, Reeve LeCraw 
and Reeve Percy Corsan of Bexley, 
was appointed to deal with the problem, 
The committee was given power to in- 
vestigate the situations and if neces- 
fary recommend that the county pay 
the bills and then institute a civil suit 
agains the parties to recover the mon- 
ey. 

The council passed a resolution rec- 
ommending that the resident qualifi- 
cations applying to persons on relief 
be made applicable to persons receiv- 
ing hospitalization. A copy of this 
resolution will be sent to other county 
councils and to the Onario Deparment 
of Health. 

A recommendation was also sent to 
the Department that free medical as- 
sistance should be given to indigents.

While others preferred to 
fend off mosquitoes, this past 
summer the two drove 12,000 
miles—just to meet up with the 
pesky insects.

Hence, beginning in Urbana, 
where there are few mosquitoes 
at all, they jeeped through Mex- 
foo, Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, and Costa 
Rica—six nations waging & 
vigorous War against malaria.
